Bob McCarl, Idaho Commission on 
the'Arts folklore coordinator, “will be- 
working 'with the expedition whUe it 
is in Idaho Aug. 16 through 26. 

The primary focus of the group is 
the agricultural traditions of rural 
America and the impact such tradi- 
tions have oh folklore and lifestyles. 
The project will also examine the con- 
tributions of a variety of ethnic 
groups to Idaho lifestyles. 

- McCarl' says Shoshone was chosen 
' as a site, for at least port of the re- 
search, because of its unusual historic' 
. and geographic position as the heart 
of irrigated agricultural development
